Notes: Issued in Rome, at Santa Maria Maggiore, on the ninth of the Kalends of January 1763, in the sixth year of 
the pontificate of Clement XIII. Copies of this text appear in UTS 037-15 and UTS 037-33. Heusser also appears in 
UTS 037-28 and UTS 037-31. Paolo Francesco Antamori was made a cardinal in 1780; he also appears in UTS 037- 
10. 
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
